Contrary to rumors that 


Nelson, a former deputy un- 
der Sheriff Merle Karnopp, is 
supporting Democratic nomi- 
nee Robert Colin, Nelson told 
The Star he is "remaining 
neutral in the race." 


Karnopp defeated his for- 


mer deputy by a vote of 10.- 
f»17 to 7.091 in the primary. 
Colin received 5,986 votes to 
2.563 for Kenneth Tenopir and 
1,067 for John Austin. 


Opposition To Karnopp 


Observers say that many of 


Nelson's votes were cast in 
opposition to Karnopp, and if 
Colin picks up at least half of 
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Colin 
Karnopp 


these plus the other Democra- 
tic votes, the race will be a 
tight one. 


Nelson carried 22 and tied 


in two of the 33 precincts In 
the rural area. Some believe 
this indicates that a change 
is wanted by the rural people 
who arc the ones primarily 
served by the sheriffs offiqe. 


However, within the city, 


Nelson carried only 18 of the 
131 precincts, with the great- 
er portion of these being in 
the northeast Lincoln a r e a 
where he resides. 


In 1958 when Karnopp had 


opposition in both the primary 
and general election, the ratio 
of votes for each candidate 
ran approximately the same 
in the general election as in 
the primary with each receiv- 
ing about three times as 
many votes in the general 
election as in the primary. 


Not Comparable 


Karnopp had only one op- 


ponent in the primary in each 
case, but the two years are 
not comparable in that the 
Democratic candidate had no 
opposition in the 1958 primary 
while Colin had two opponents 
this year. 


Karnopp had no opposition 


In the general election In his 
first term, 1950, nor in 1954 
and 1062. 


If he picks up practically 


all of Nelson's Republican 
vote, it would be almost Im- 
possible for Colin to defeat 
Karnopp; 
however, 
indica- 


tions arc that many Republi- 
cans are 
supporting Colin 


which could upset the race.

And 
the Soviet Union said Russian 
and American soft landings 
point up the need for inter- 
national space law.

Power Study Unit 
Eyeing Refinancing 


... FOR 3 DISTRICTS

A legislative study commit- 


tee, in cooperation with direc- 
tors of Nebraska's new elec- 
tric grid s y s t e m , decided 
Thursday to determine t h e 
estimated cost of refinancing 
and consolidating the out- 
standing debt of three public 
power districts. 


Involved in the proposed gi- 


ant refinancing venture would 
be a roughly-estimated $120 
million in bonds issued by 
Consumers Public Power Dis- 
trict, Loup River Public Pow- 
er District and Plattc Valley 
Public Power and Irrigation 
District. 


The t h r e e districts are 


scheduled to be consolidated 
into a new grid system effec- 
tive July 1, unless the State 
Supreme Court finds 1965 leg- 
islation creating the grid to be 
unconstitutional. 


Separate Books 


Legislation providing f o r 


the consolidation docs n o t 
merge the financial accounts 
of the three agencies or at- 
tempt to consolidate their 
debts. It specifically provides 
that separate books and ac- 
counts be kept for each mem- 
ber district. 


But the new law, enacted 


as LB764, authorizes the grid 
system to consolidate finan- 
cial operations of the three 
districts by refinancing their 
outstanding debts "If in its 
judgment the savings justl- 
f i c s the expenditure occa- 
sioned by refinancing." 


Lloyd Kain of L e x i n g t o n , 


temporary chairman of t n c 
grid board, told Thursday's 
meeting of senators and grid 
directors that "it would be de- 
sirable to put this thing to- 
g c t h c r in a consolidated 
debt." 


Necessary 


Gerald Whelan of Hastings, 


grid secretary-treasurer, said 
refinancing and consolidation 
of the debt will be necessary 
"in order to pledge all the 
revenues of the grid system 
in future financing and thus 
obtain the best possible bond 
rates." 


Furthermore. Whelan sug- 


gested, refinancing Is neces- 
sary to carry out the Intent

New wheat yield estimates,

As of May 1, the U.S. De- 


partment of Agriculture esti- 


mated the Nebraska w h e a t 
yield at 27 bushels per har- 
vested acre for a total of 81,- 
783,000 bushels. 


The 27 bushel yield com- 


pares with 20 last year and 
a five-year (1960-64) average 
of 23.0. 


The 81.7 million bushel to- 


tal yield compared with 56.1 
million last year and a five- 
year average of 71 million.

Last Tuesday the news carried an ac- 


count of the arrest on Monday of four for- 
mer Congo government officials on charges 
of plotting to drown President Joseph D. 
Mobutu. 
A government spokesman 
an- 


nounced that "the plotters will be tried for 
high treason and probably hanged m a pub- 
litsciuare." That statement would cause you 
to wonder a little about HIP course of jus- 
tice in the Congo. 


The spokesman was right. A military 


court found the four accused guilty. One by 


one in the- public square

about 72 hours from tin- time of arrest to 
the time of execution. Then- were cheers 
and jeeis at the trial fiom spectators but 
silence from tin- crowd watching the execu- 
tion. We have no idea whether the Congo 
government arrested the right men. prob- 
ably it did. Perhaps death was the justified 
verdict but it makes you stop and wonder 
just the same about the progress of the 
human race. 


It makes >«n stop anil think, too. of 


the relatixe safety of the United States. 
It would be impossible to arrest, convict 
and execute ainone in this country in the 
short period of'72 hours. It could take us 
that long just to arraign a suspect and trial 
would be set at least weeks and probably 
months in the future. In this way. the ac- 
cused would have lime to have his defense 
prepared. 


It would make no difference how guilty 


the accused ap|>carcd to be. If found guilty 
at this trial, the accused would face weeks 
or months before any sentence of death 
would be carried out. giving his defense 
ample time to correct any injustices that 
had taken place to date in the proceedings. 


* 
One may argue that justice is justice, 


be it swift or slow but you have so littlo 
guarantee when it is fast. But maybe the 
fate of the four Congo men is a trademark 
of the developing nations. We think that we 
move fast in the United States and anxiety 
and impatience arc marks of our citizenry 
but the developing nations are no longer 
placid. Ju.st as they can conduct a trial 
and execution in the short span ol 72 hours, 
tliev want social, political and economic jus- 
tice overnight. They are impatient with a 
world in which circumstances have for cen- 
turies denied them their human dignity, in 
which they have been exploited by others 
and curtailed in any pursuit of a better way 
of life. 


This is part of the reason we have so 


much turmoil throughout the world. There 


are millions and millions of restless peo- 
ple, straining at the bonds that held them 
back through countless past generations. 
We are impatient with Viet Nam and the 
Vietnamese are Impatient with their lot in 
life. We cannot understand them and they 
find it difficult to understand us. They want 
the war in their land over with and they 
want the opjwrtunity to build their nation 
as they see fit. without any outside influ- 
ence. The trouble is that they want it over- 
night and the struggle between democracy 
and communism does not permit this. Much 
of the anti-American sentiment expressed in 
Viet Nam could undoubtedly be traced to a 
frustrated spirit of nationalism. We find the 
same thing happening throughout the world. 


In the case of the individual and the 


state, the wheels of justice ought to grind 
slowly if maximum protection is to be af- 
forded the citi/en. Hut in the case of individ- 
ual nations, the wheels of justice are being 
powered to high acceleration as a result 
of broader understanding and the long fer- 
mentation of human hope. 


The Congo dispenses justice almost over- 


night and it looks for the same thing in the 
development of its nation. It wants schools, 
roads, hospitals and homes to spring up 
like mushrooms after a shower on a warm 
sunny day. It wants the infant mortality 
rate reduced, longevity extended and the 
average annual income quadrupled and 
then some. It wants industry and an in- 
fluential place among the nations of the 
world. It wants all these things today, not 
tomorrow. 


The same thing has happened in the 


field of civil rights in this country and now 


is happening even fur- 
ther down the human 
and social scale than 
this. The question now 
is not the right to have 


a job. but the actuality of having one. This 
involves not just minority groups but those 
disadvantaged from a multitude of influ- 
ences thai have had an adverse effect upon 
them. Of course, none of these things is go- 
ing to happen overnight but the changes 
coming upon the scene will not go through 
any extended aging period, cither. Thus, 
the Office of Economic Opportunity and 
the anti-poverty program may not be the 
answer we want b>;t it must be recognized 
as a start. 


If we could only come to realize that 


something has to be done we would make 
progress because there are still many who 
think we should do nothing. In the end. jus- 
tice of any kind is the product of its en- 
vironment, not an embryo from which a 
.structure springs. While fulfillment breeds 
careful thought, denial is the fuel of action.

Red China's Rebellion 


Red China does not have a free press 


and admits outsiders with great care and in- 
frequency. Thus it is difficult from this dis- 
tance to measure the depth and intensity of 
any internal political disturbance. 


But when the ruling group publicly ack- 


nowledges a resistance to authority we can 
assume that it has reached substantial size. 
The Chinese hierarchy at this time is hurl- 
ing threats nncl insults toward a non-socialis- 
tic group and calling stoutly for a correc- 
tion in everyone's thinkinng. 


We gather from that that the so-called 


Chinese monolithic society is not as mono- 
lithic as they let on. And we gather also that 
the Mao government holds |>ower because it 
has power and must use it constantly. 


Free speech is instinctive, just as are 


individuals. An authoritarian society makes 
it seem to disappear by suppressing it. The 
difficultv in authoritarianism is that unless 


it is suppressed with constant vigor the al- 
ternative is revolution. 


The western society has a better ap- 


proach. It permits a wide latitude of free 
speech and therefore can settle its disputes 
by a peaceable election. As forces and fac- 
tors change society must accommodate. Life 
is not a static thing. The refusal to counte- 
nance this obvious fact is one of the prime 
weaknesses of the communist type of soci- 
ety. In that error there is hope that the day 
will come when that angry portion of the 
world will become more a m e n a b l e . The 
prospect that we shall one day get along 
rather comfortably with a China whom no 
one at this date can get along with is the 
bright spot of the future. This is one of the 
reasons we are getting along belter witli 
Russia than we once did. Russia had to 
undergo some change. 


Down To The Wire 


We started late in the space race w i t h 


Russia but we are now pushing the contest 
down to the wire. This week, the L'.S. lias 
experienced one Micce.»s. landing a vehicle 
on the moon, and one failure, the planned 
launching of astronauts in Gemini 9. 


The moon shot was dramatic evidence 


that this nation has the scientific sophisti- 
cation to conquer at least those space hori- 
zons that are within the aspirations of man- 
kind today. The Surveyor spacecraft that 
lias landed on the moon is now sending back 
pictures that will tell us more about this 
heavenly body. 


The day cannot be far off when we know 


for Mire whether there is any life on the 
moon or whether its surface is capable of 
supporting any life. If not life in any natur- 
al form, perhaps the moon will be support- 
ing life in an artificial state, a way station 
in space for adventures by the human race. 


The failure of Gemini 9 was due to a 


minor difficulty in the electrical system but 
the U.S. has taken no chances with its 
manned space flights. In fact, the m o o n 
.shot was the first of its kind, demonstrat- 
ing the care taken here before the final ef- 
fort is made. 


On the other hand, the Soviet Union 


launched a number of shots at the moon 
before succeeding. Thus, there is no sense 
of panic associated with the U.S. space ef- 
fort but it docs show a hard determination 
to get the job done and the ability to match. 
It is a race that is costing us millions but 
one that has substantial return as well as 
being a vital necessity. The one thing we 
could not afford would be to give the Rus- 
sians sole possession of space and the scien- 
tific achievement it takes to be in the con- 
test.

This hand is far better 


than a minimum opening bid. 
and the best way of telling 
this to partner is by a take- 
out double. In most cases the 
doublcr has no long suit of 
his own and tries to find the 
best trump suit by asking 
partner to name one, but the 
presence of 
a 
good 
suit 


should not deter him from 
doubling when he has suffi- 
cient all-around values. The 
double is directed more to- 
wards announcing 
h i g h- 


card values than towards ex- 
pressing uncertainty about 
the trump suit. 


2. Pass. It would be dan- 


gerous to bid two diamonds 
on such a weak suit. A busi- 
ness double by the next play- 
er could result in a severe 
penalty. Overcalls are 
based more on trick-taking 
values than on high-c a r d 
points. It is true that we 
have the values for an open- 


ing bid. but this is not the 
sole determining factor.

A takeout double w o u l d 


not be right either, since we 
are poorly prepared for a 
one spade or two club re- 
sponse. It is well to remem- 
ber that partner's response 
to a double is forced, and he 
may have a poor hand. 


3. One notrump. The choice 


lies between doubling and 
bidding one notrump. A more 
accurate picture of the dis- 
tribution and high-card val- 
ues is given by bidding one 
notrump. The notrump over- 
call is similar to an opening 
bid of one no-trump. Part- 
ner responds as though it 
were the first bid of the auc- 
tion. 


4. Four spades. To some 


extent this is a shot in the 
dark, but there are substan- 
tial advantages in the jump 
overcall. Partner needs little 
more than the queen of clubs 
to provide ten tricks, which 
is a good enough reason for 
undertaking a game direct- 
ly.But in addition, and prob- 
ably more important, is the 
advantage to be gained by 
preventing 
the 
opponents 


from exchanging further in- 
formation at a low level. The 
hurry-up tactics may suc- 
ceed in silencing the enemy 
when they should continue 
bidding, or may excite them 
into bidding further w h e n 
they should remain silent. 
Excellent results are often ob- 
tained by putting pressure on 
the opposition and making 
life difficult for them.

An elaboratde dope sheet on Arizona 


State had been compiled. But O'Brien, who 
was scheduled to pitch the first game 
against the national champion Sun Devils, 
lost the information. 


With a record crowd of 6.375 watching. 


O'Brien — without the benefit of his dope 
sheet — pitched a 1-0 victory. And he hit 
a 403-foot triple in the eighth i n n i n g to 
drive in the game's only run.

The 
pain was so bad that O'Brien nearly faint- 
ed at second base. He blacked out for a 
brief moment and put bis head between 
his knees. 


But the luck of the Irish was with 


O'Brien. He stayed in the game, struck out 
13 and led Arizona to a 10-2 win, quickly 
followed by a 4-0 victory the next day for 
the title, which kept the Wildcat District 
7 championship hopes alive. 


The trials of O'Brien may take a back- 


seat to a potential cliffhangcr that could 
develop if St. Louis wins the District 5 
title and Ohio State cops the District 4 
championship this week. 


These two teams would meet in the 


feature attraction on opening night of the 
NCAA tournament at Omaha. And prob- 
able mound opponents would offer a oncc- 
in-a-lifctlme match — the two pitchers who 
were named to the first team All-Ameri- 
can club last year, Steve Arlln of Ohio 
State and John Marcum of St. Louis.

These men had the tough 
mindcdness to serve their 
country by expressing their 
sincere views without dilution 
by public relations counsellors 
guided by an expedient read- 
ing of the index of popularity.

York 
businessman, Howard 


Samuels, is aspiring for the 
governor's nomination by the 
Democratic Parly. It is dis- 
tressing to sec him weakening 
the discipline of the cost sheet 
by condoning .subsidies. The 
net effect ol subsidies is to

marketplace to decide what 


should be produced and what 
should be scrapped. Subsidy 
is a move in the direction 
of tlie totalitarian system un- 
der which little 'commissars 
in big jobs make the crucial 
economic decisions.

R i g h t now the university 
campuses arc torn with dis- 
cussion of alleged inequities 
in the selective service sys- 
tem—the military draft. Since 
no selection can be objective- 
ly fair and perfect in every 
case, some of the deans and 
dons are jumping to the con- 
clusion that selection should 
be abandoned and universal 
service substituted.
